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invention in this application; however, the reasons for allowance 
will also apply to other indicated independent claims (claims 11 
and 23) . Particularly, the prior arts of record do not teach nor 
suggest all the combined limitations in each claim separately 
including method and system for storing a computer program in a 
program memory of a control unit, the method comprising storing 
the computer program according to predefinable rules in specific 
memory areas of the program memory; and storing predefinable 
information, which is used to transfer the control unit into a 
defined state, in unused memory areas of the program memory where 
the computer program is not stored wherein the predefinable 
information is stored at predefinable intervals in at least one 
unused memory area of the program memory a part of the unused 
memory area in which the predefinable information is not stored 
not causing at least one of a jump and an endless loop. In light 
of the foregoing, claims 1, 11 and 23 of the present application 
are found to be patentable over the prior arts. 

Claims 2-7, 9-10, 12-18, 20-22, 24-29 and 31-35 further 
limit the allowable independent claims 1, 11 and 23. These 
claims are therefore allowable for the same reason as set forth 
above .
